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1. FOLLOWING ASSURANCES FROM COL. ROUSSOS, SHAFCE, THAT THE 
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VESSEL WAS TO BE RELEASED, THE OWNERS AGENT IN PIRAEUS WAS 
INSTRUCTED BY THE HARBOUR MASTER TO APPEAR BEFORE ADMIRAL 
CRISTODOLIDIS, PIRAEUS NAVAL COMMAND, AT 1800 JULY 26, TO 
PRESENT ALL SHIPS PAPERS AND MANIFESTS OF CARGO ON BOARD. 

ALTHOUGH EMBOFF AND MARAD REP ATTEMPTED TO ACCOMPANY THE 
AGENT TO THIS MEETING, THEIR PRESENCE WAS UNDESIRED BY 
CRISTODOLIDIS. AT THIS MEETING THE AGENT WAS TOLD THE NAVY 
HAD SUSPICIONS THAT TURKISH MILITARY CARGO WAS BURIED BENEATH 
THE COMMERCIAL CARGO AND THAT THE MANIFEST MAY BE INACCURATE. 

AT 2300 CRISTODOLIDIS ORDERED THE AGENT TO PREPARE TO RECEIVE 
A BOARDING PARTY OF HARBOR AUTHORITY AND NAVAL OFFICERS WHO WOULD 
INSPECT THE VESSEL AND CARGO. AGAIN CRISTODOLIDIS REQUESTED 
EMBOFFS NOT BE PRESENT. BETWEEN 0300 - 0700 JULY 27, FIVE 
BARGES HAD COVERS REMOVED FOR INSPECTION. THE BOARDING PARTY 
RETURNED TO PIRAEUS TO REPORT TO CRISTODOLIDIS. ABOUT 0930 THE 
AGENT WAS ADVISED VERBALLY THAT THE VESSEL COULD SAIL BUT 
WITHOUT THE THREE BARGES OF TURKISH MILITARY CARGO. NO 
DOCUMENTATION WAS GIVEN TO THE AGENT OR MASTER RELATING TO THE 
CONFISCATION OF THE MILITARY CARGO. AGENT UNDERSTANDS THAT THE 
TURKISH MILITARY CARGO IS NOW BEING UNLOADED FROM THE BARGES IN 
PIRAEUS. 

2. VESSEL CLEARED THE PILOT STATION AT 1400 LOCAL BOUND FOR 
ISTANBUL. VESSEL CARRIES BARGES AND CONTAINERS OF CARGO LADEN 
IN GREECE FOR U.S. PART OF THIS CARGO IS U.S. MILITARY H/H 
EFFECTS AND 6 BARGES OF FERRO NICKEL (2160 TONS) CONSIGNED TO 
INDUSSA, N.Y., WHO IS OWNER SINCE IT WAS F.O.B. TRANSACTION. 

3. SHOULD BE NOTED THAT OTHER U.S. FLAG SHIPS ARRIVING IN GREECE 
WITH CARGO FOR TURKEY MAY FACE SIMILAR DIFFICULTIES UNTIL CYPRUS 
CRISIS IMPROVES. IN CIRCUMSTANCES MARAD MAY WISH ADVISE 
AMERICAN EXPORT AND OTHER U.S. LINES OF POSSIBLE RISKS 
INVOLVED IN CARRYING CARGO FOR TURKEY INTO GREEK PORTS.
